age dividends in accordance with law to 
any member by any bona fide and legitimate 
cooperative organization, including any 
farmers' cooperative, duly organized under 
the laws of any state, territory or the 
District of Columbia or of the United 
States, if such patronage dividends are 
paid out of actual earnings of such co- 
operative organization and are not paid 
at the time when such member makes a pur- 
chase from such cooperative organization.
